I refer to your letter of August 28, 1999 to the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, requesting the release of certain 
material under the Freedom of Information Act (Title 5 USC 
Section 552). Nine of the relevant documents retrieved in 
response to your request originated with,the Department of 
State (or included information originated by the Department 
of State) and were therefore referred to us for appropriate 
action. Due to the age of the documents, we reviewed them 
under the mandatory review provisions of Executive Order 
12958. 


We have determined that all documents may be released 
without any excisions on our part. 

Please note, however, that the enclosed material includes 
documents from which the FBI has deleted information under 
several sections of the Freedom of Information Act. 


• Subsection (b)(7)(C) exempts from release records or 
information compiled for law enforcement purposes which, 
if released, could reasonably be expected to constitute an 
unwarranted invasion of personal privacy. 

• Subsection (b)(7)(D) exempts from release records or 
information compiled for law enforcement purposes which, 
if released, could disclose the identity of a confidential 
source and information furnished by a confidential source. 

• Finally, other material relates solely to the internal 
personnel rules and practices of an agency. As such, it 
is exempt from release under subsection (b)(2) of the 
Freedom of Information Act.

The source has indicated that 
MC GINLEY has expressed a willingness to cooperate with 
ALEXANDER WHITE and that material supplied by 7/HITE 
will be printed in "Common Sense ; ' at the first available 
opportunity. 

According to^H^MC GIFLEY had transmitted 
tp WHITE some of the printed material published by the 
Christian Educational Association, including a leaflet 
captioned "Solution of the Jewish Problem" and a brochure 
of "Patriotic Literature" available through the Christian 
Educational Association of Union, N.J. 

^^^fchas furnished the following information on 
PETER ROGOWITSCH, alias ALEXANDER WHITE: 

PETER ROGOWITSCH was born on February 5, 1892 
in Moscow and in September, 1956, was identified as a 
stateless person, foreign correspondent residing on the 
first floor of 60 Eulenspiegelstr, Munich, Germany. He 
lives with his wife, OLGA, nee ISVOLSKY, born April 27, 

1897, in ICiev. He and his wife have resided at this address 
since July 12, 1943. 

ROGOWITSCH is identified as the son of Senator 
ALEXIS ROGOWITSCH and his wife, MARIA, nee KATKOFF. His 
father died in Brussels in 1935. His mother allegedly 
still lives in that city. 

ROGOWITSCH's wife is the niece of the former 
Russian Ambassador in Patras and later Tzarist Foreign 
Minister, one ISWOLSKIJ. Her parents reportedly died in 
Paris. 


PETER ROGOWITSCH attended from 1906 to 1914 the 
Imperial University (Faculty of Law) in Petersburg; from 
1925 until 1941 he was the manager of the shipping depot of 
a chemical concern in Paris; from 1941 until 1944 he worked

Transmitted herewith are the contents of an envelops bearing the return 
address * P.0. Box 807, Onion, Hew Jersey, which was delivered to this Consulate 
General by the local postal service after it had failed to locate the proper 
addressee. The contents of the envelope, which apparently originated with the 
Christian Educational Association of Union, New Jersey, consist of printed 
natter which seems anti-Seal tic in character, (Contents of the envelope are a 
letter of June 15, 1556, photocopy of a nap of the Middle East, a memeographed 
sheet n A Solution of the Jewish Problem^, and a leaflet "Patriotic literature". 

The envelope was delivered to the Consulate General in a very Homage condition 
and the contents were therefore examined for the purpose of identifying, if 
possible, the addressee.) 

The Consulate General has received from Bavarian SecqpK^Police 
(tferfaa s u ng gsehata) a report on Alexander White, aka Peter RDGOWITSCfc who 
is the addressee of the attached letter. A translation of this report, dated 
September 11, 1556, is transmitted herewith. (White -Bo go wits ch was unknown to 
this Consulate General prior to receipt of this report.) 

>m the attached report it is apparent that Alexander White la associated 
j/Vgeni 1RTSIUK, a li a s DERZHAVIN, the leader of the Russian emigr# ittet nj bpH f^n 
)D • Bossiyskoye 0 bshchenatai onalnoye Narodnoye Derzhavnoys Dvisheniye (Russian 
All-National Popular State Movement) which has its headquarters in Munich. Basic 
information concerning ROUND was transmitted to the Department in the despatch 
reference. A recent evaluation of the organization, including information 
on the conviction of its lea d ers for anti-Semitism in a Munich court, was provided 
the U.S. Immigration and Naturalization Service by this Consulate General in a 
memorandum of September 14, 1556, a copy of which was transmitted to the Department 
(Office of Eastern European Affairs) by Transmittal sup of September 17, 1556. 

Action Suggested ! The Department may wish to bring this matter to the attention 
of the Department of Justice.

with Peter EOGWITSCH, bora on 5 Mfanuojr 1392 la MCfeCGV, stateless, 
correspondent for foreign languages, whh'has been living on the first 
floor of the above mentioned house at Bolensplege lstra aae 60, with his 
wife Olga nde ISVOISEf (born on 27 April 1897 in KtET), since 12 Jhly 1948, 
and is registered with the polios headquarters undbr this address, 

ROGOWITSCH is the son Of the Senator Alexis ROGOWITSCH and his 
wife Maria nde KATKFP in MOSCOW, Bis father died in BKOSSEIS in 1935 
while his mother allegedly still lives there. 

His wife Is the niece of the former Rue elan Ambassador in PARIS 
«md later Tsarist Foreign Minister ISWOISKIJ, Fran ROGOWITSCH*s 
parents died in PARIS* 

Pater ROGOWITSCH attended from 1906 to 1914 the Imperial University 
(Faculty of lew) in PETERSBURG} from 1925 until 1941 he was the manager 
of the shipping depot of a chemical concern in PARIS. From 1941 until 
1944 he worked as translator, and from 1945 to 1946 he was employed 
with the American Occupation Force, as chief of personnel on the NED-' 
BIBERG air field, where he was responsible for the hiring and dismissal 
of civilian personnel. From 1948 to 1949 he again worked as translator, 
and from November 1949 until April 1951 he was employed with the "IRO* 
in MUNICH-Pasing. From 1951 until 1955 he worked at the US Military 
Post in MUNICH, Tegernseer Landstrasse. 

Since 19 October 1955 be has been unemployed and has drawn un¬ 
employment benefits amounting to 42.60 DM a week since then. 

ROGOWITSCH has perfect command of the German, English, French 
and Russian languages. He is an extremely uncommunicative person. 

In his home he never receives any visitors. 

On 7 September 1955 he rented post office box no. 17 in the post 
office no. 56 at Aeussere Rosenheimer Strasae 94, Perlach, jointly with 
his wife. At irregular intervals the couple picks up the mail from 
the box, usually in the afternoon. The incoming letters are addressed 
to "Alexander VIHITE" and n OLGA"and"Russians outside Russia". (Frau 
ROGOWITSCH*s first name is Olga.) 
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As has been determined,, the letters usually do not show the names 
of the senders, Vhm picking up their nail the two BOGOWITSOHs ar» 
ha having in a strangely shy manner= On 4 September there ware again two 
letters, with the senders not indicated, in P,0, Box HO, IT, 


It is noteworthy that ROGWTTSGH rented the poet office box on 
7 September 1955, about four weeks before his employment with tbs B8» 
Military Post was terminated. 


While working for American agencies ROGOWITSCH allegedly mads 
extensive trips to foreign eeoBtrieao Be is said to have obtained 
his passport with the help at the US Military Govarnmsnfc* 


He is not known to have a criminal record. 


With regard to his personal, airmcaatances the following additional 
information has been received* 

ROGOWITSCH originates tram a Russian millionaire family; thanks 
to this wealth, he was admitted (an exceptional case) to one of the 
noblest Guard Regiments is Tsarist Russia, in which ha served as an 
officer and achieved the rank of Captain, Daring World War n 
ROGOWITSCH was the assistant of Georgij SCHEREBKCW, the representative 
of the Russian emigrants in France during the time of the German occupation 
(later "Foreign Minister 1 under General WLA530W)* Since ROGOWITSCH, 
xml ike the other members of SCHEBEBKOW l 'a organisation, withdrew from 
PARIS, when danger arose, in a way tantamount to desertion, be is held 
in very bad repute by most of the Russian emigrants, and fhls bad 
reputation has even been worsened by the fast that he has developed 
into an alcoholic during recent years.) 

ROGCWITSCH is a convinced, if not fanatic anti°Semit* in his 
political views he sympathizes with the rightist-radical Russian 
emigrant ARZIUK, 

During the first years after the end of the war ROGCWITSCH worked 
for MIIRUD (alias THOMPSON) who was with MISo From 1951 on, ROGOWITSCH 
worked as Military Intelligence Analyst for G-2, US Army Southern Area 
Command (McGraw Kaserae), There he, according to his own statements, 
met with numerous difficulties since an "American Jew" of that agency 
had determined that in France ROGOWITSCH had been sentenced to 20 years 
in prison at hard labor, for collaboration with the Germans, As he 
said, it was owing only to tha CIC that he was able to continue in his 
work for the agency mentioned. However, a a a result of the above 
mentioned fact his activity was highly restricted since he enjoyed only 
little confidence. In addition, his co-workers, among them Gerhard 
BGSOSMARH, constantly frustrated him.

ROGCWITSCH is said a few years ago to have in fact been hired by 
Gerhard BUSCHMANN (for a monthly compensation of 500.- DM) to establish, 
as informant, contact with ARZIUK and collect information on him. 

ROGOWITSCH allegedly drew the compensation for a long time, while in 
reality he cooperated with ARZIUK from whom he also got regular pay¬ 
ments# All the secret reports made on ARZIUK by ROGOWITSCH were, in 
fact, dictated to ROGOWITSCH by ARZIUK himself. 

Some time in 1955 ROGOWITSCH's activity for the American intelligence 
service was terminated. At present he is living in very poor circumstances.

Records of County Clerk, Essex County, N.J,, 
checked at Essex County Hall of Reco rds. Newark, N.J,, 
on 12/27/56 by SAfpHH^HHH^reflect that JOACHIM 
PRINZ instituted action against CONDE MC GXNLEY, owner, 
publisher and editor of a newspaper (not mentioned^ for 
publishing a false and defamatory libel about the plaintiff 
on March 22, 1953, in Superior Court of New Jersey, Chancery 
Division, 



On April 6, 1955, the action resulted in a verdict 
in favor of the plaintiff and against the defendant, MC GINLEY, 
in sum of $5,000 compensatory damage and $25,000 punitive 
damage for a total of $30,000 together with taxed costs. 

According to the "Newark Evening News", Newark, 

N.J., on April 15, 1955, Rabbi JOACHIM PRINS, of Temple 
B'NAI ABRAHAM, was awarded the vei'dict of $30,000 by a 
jury on March 31, 1955, The judgment included $5,000 in 
compensation damages and $25,000 in punitive damages against the 
editor of the semi-monthly four-page tabloid published in 
Union, N.J., of which CONDE MC GINLEY was the Editor. 

COITDE MC GINLEY, Editor of "Common Sense' , had 
been sued for his characterisation of Dr, PRINZ as a "Red 
Rabbi, who not unlike ALBERT EINSTEIN was expelled from 
Germany for revolutionary, Communist activities". This item,

For informational purposes, under date of December 17, 
1954, the Committee on Un-American Activities of the U.S, House 
of Representatives published a "preliminary report on Neo-Fascist 
and Hate groups" in which the growth objectives and the editor of 
"Common Sense" are discussed at length. The report indicates 
the publication has a fluctuating circulation of between 30,000 
and 100,000 copies. 

In the HCUA report, "Common Sense" is described 
as a "hate group" vehicle publishing "some of the most 
vitriolic hate propaganda ever to come to the attention of the 
Committee". According to the report, "Common Sense" depicts 
Communism as "Judaism" and devotes its pages almost exclusively 
to attacks on the Jewish, and to a lesser extent, the Negro 
minorities in our nation. Sympathy for the former Nazi Regime 
in Germany is also injected into this propaganda.

YANCE Indicated that HANSMAN has never discussed the NRP 
with him but that he did mention the name of MADOLE and 
advised YANCE that if a person by that name calls on the 
telephone, YANCE is to instruct MADOLE that HANSMAN has 
gone on a long trip and he does not know when HANSMAN 
will return. YANCE stated that it is evident to him that 
HANSMAN wants no further contact from or with MADOLE.

Judge Armstrong Foundation of Ft* Worth, Texas 


In Issue No. 245 of "Common Sense", dated 
February 1, 1956, there is a story under the caption 
"Patriots Last Works Available", in this article* 
it was announced that the Judge Armstrong Foundation of 
Ft, Worth, Texas had turned over the entire inventory 
of books of the late Judge GEORGE W. ARMSTRONG to the 
CEA, The article indicated that the books were now 
available to readers of "Common Sense",

was obtained: 


JAMES MC LEAN, of AP News Features, interviewed 
GEORGE W, ARMSTRONG, SR,, at Natchez, Mississippi, on 
11/12/49 and released the following information for 
publication in morning papers of November 13, 1949: 

GEORGE V/. ARMSTRONG, SR. was born in Jasper 
County, Texas, the son of an itinerant Methodist minister 
He was 84 years old at time of above interview* He 
graduated from University of Texas School of Law in 
1880, and began the practice of law at Ft, Worth, Texas, 
in 1390. He was elected County Judge of Tarrant County, 
Ft, Worth, in 1897, and became known as "JUDGE ARMSTRONG" 
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He resided during his latter years at 
Woodstock Plantation at Natchez, Mississippi, but 
maintained a residence at Ft. Yforth, Texas, for voting 
purposes. He gained considerable wealth as a result of 
oil ventures, banking, cattle, utilities, steel 
manufacturing in Texas, and land buying in Mississippi. 
He is reported to have owned at least three oil fields 
in three counties consisting of 18 oil wells, and 33 
plantations. 

At the date of the interview on November 12, 
1949, Mr. ARMSTRONG stated that three years previously, 
he had established at Ft. Worth, Texas, the "Judge 
Armstrong Foundation, which 'siphons off' about 15% 
of his income for tax exempt charitable and educational 
purposes". Judge ARMSTRONG was an exponent against 
what he termed "racial mongrelization" which 
in his view was the "intermingling of Jews, Gentiles 
and Negroes in the same schools", which he violently 
opposed. 

Judge ARMSTRONG stated that among others, his 
organization had contributed to GERALD L.K. SMITH, of 
the Christian Nationalist Crusade with headquarters at 
St. Louis, Missouri, and to EMORY BURKE, leader of an 
Anti—Negro and Anti—Jewish group of Atlanta, Georgia, 
and to R„H, BEST, of Boston, Massachusetts, a former 
American newspaperman in Germany who was convicted of 
treason for Nazi propaganda work. Judge ARMSTRONG 
claimed that SMITH, BURKE and BEST were "persecuted 
persons"• 


The "Star-Telegram" file contains a news 
story which appeared in the "Star-Telegram" in evening 
edition of January 21, 1952, concerning a suit which 
ARMSTRONG had filed in Ft. Worth in U.S. District Court 
in which he sought refund from U.S. Treasury of $620.00 
and $6,276.30 for alleged erroneous income tax assess¬ 
ments made in 1948. In this suit, Judge ARMSTRONG 
and his wife alleged that in 1948, they had contributed 
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$l,000 o 00 and in 1948, had contributed $10,000 o G0 to 
the Judge Armstrong Foundation and that they had not 
been allowed deductions on the same* 

A story in the "Star-Telegram”, morning 
edition of November 27, 1952, stated that the basis of 
the suit was "whether or not the Judge Armstrong 
Foundation, now inactive, was entirely for charitable, 
educational and religious purposes". 

This article said further that counsel for the 
ARMSTRONGS said the Foundation was created in 1945* The 
Government contended and won a decision to the effect 
that the Judge Armstrong Foundation was not entitled to 
the exemption of the Act because it v/as not devoted 
exclusively to religious, educational or charitable 
purposeso The government contended that the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue had based his decision on the fact 
that the Foundation was distributing pamphlets "constituting 
propaganda designed to influence legislation” and, therefore 
was not educational but "political" in nature. 

According to this article, excerpts from one 
pamphlet read before the Federal Judge at trial of the 
case suggested that President WOODROW WILSON and FRANKLIN 
DELANO ROOSEVELT were Jews., and referred to President 
HARRY S. TRUMAN as a "Communist Traitor". The article 
also said that Judge ARMSTRONG, an advocate of "white 
supremacy", had asked in a preface to one volume 
of his writings that Congress abolish the 14th and 
15th Amendments, which had freed the Negroes and guaranteed 
them their voting rights* At the trial. Judge ARMSTRONG 
testified that one of the main purposes of the Judge 
Armstrong Foundation was to print and disseminate his 
writings. The government, on the other hand, contended 
that the Foundation distributed pamphlets and books which 
were anti-Semitic, advocated repeal of the 14th and 15th 
Amendments and alleged a sinister world Communistic 
conspiracy by Jews, and that it was used for propaganda 
and to try to influence legislation.

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THE GOVERNMENT OF T1IE SOVIET UNION 

In ihe Soviet Union the e two distinct governments; one visible a le other iu- 
sible. The visible government is composed of Gentile personnel and ai»u Jewish per¬ 
sonnel, whereas, in the invisible government all members are Jewish. There are 6t0, 
000 secret police within the Soviet Union, and of these 400,000 are Jews. The secret 
police receive their orders from the secret invisible government. 

In the Soviet Union the Communist Party is limited to 3 a 2 million members, and approx¬ 
imately 2 million young communists called Comsomols. The latter do most of the spying 
on the Gentile population for the Jewish Secret Board. Of the 5% million party members 
50% are Jewish with remaining 50% composed of prostitutes, criminals, illiterates. 

The Jewish Talmud says M torture and kill the Gentile People and raise holiness (or 
Israel*\ Every year the Jewish Secret Boards execute a secret plan for the liquidation 
of many thousands of Christians who are considered too well informed. These victim- 
are discovered by the spys who mingle with the general population. 

Every Troka consists of three Jews whose responsibility it is to control by way of secret 
designs the masses of Christians within their jurisdiction. The Troka legislates the laws 
based upon their Talmud, and the Secret Boards execute them. 

The Jewish Talmud says ' Earth will have to he filled with the Chosen Peog/e”,there¬ 
fore in every country where Jewish Communism has taken over they first destroy the edu¬ 
cated Christian class along with their families. Jew'ish Communism has destroyed all 
the members of the pre-existing government along with their families, with the exception 
of the Jews. It has destroyed all the Federal officers, detectives, State police, and Army 
offiedrs along with their families, with the exception of the Jews. Jewish Communism 
has destroyed all of the Masons along with their families although this group was used 
effectively at the beginning to further the cause of communism. Jewish Communism has 
destroyed the freedom loving farmers, merchants, real estate owners, businessmen and 
professional men along with their families, Jewish Commupism has destroyed all the 
spiritual leaders of the Soviet Union with the exception of the Rabbis and a token force 
of ocher spiritual leaders for exhibition. All churches have been destroyed or converted 
into other buildings with the exception of the synagogues. 

The Jewish Talmud says, " when God divided the earth He gave all the Goyes (Christian 
cattle) to Israel TChen the Jewish Gestapo cook over the Soviet Union it took over all 
private property of the Christian population and turned it over to the government. From 
these properties the government made collective farms and made the Christians slave 
Iaborsof these farms. The result is not a peaceful one since all the slaves aredependent 
upon the government collective farms for their meager sustenance. 

In the Soviet Union the Jewish invisible government separates wives from their husbansd 
and men from women. About 20,000,000 men are confined to concentration camps, and as 
a result succeeding generations will be affected. The supervision of these concentration 
camps is under the direct control of the Jewish Gestapo.

On 5/22/58 ,^^^^^p£urnished this office, by mail, 
with a small quantity of printed material which he had 
received by mail. This material was stamped with the name, 

A. JEFIMOff, PO Box 927, Union, N.J. The material consisted 
of one printed page in English which referred to the structure 
of the Soviet government and stated that in actuality, the 
Soviet government consists of an invisible and a visible 
structure. This material stated that the visible government, 
as it is publicly known, is merely a front, and that the 
invisible government, composed entirely of Jewish people, 
is the real force behind the Soviet government. In addition, 
this material consisted of one printed pamphlet, written 
entirely in Russian. 


On 6/5/58,^H^^^van contacted and advised that 
this material might be of interest to the Post Office Depart¬ 
ment inasmu ch as it was anti-Jewish and racist in nature. 
Inasmuch ae .^^Bl^^requested that this material be returned 
to him, this was done at that time.

On 6/6/58^m^Ptelephonically advised that he 
had turned this material over to the office of the Postal 
Inspectors in Newark. At this time, he stated that in the 
event he learned that the mailing of this material did not 
constitute a violation, he intended to write his Congressman 
to protest that anti-Semitic material of this nature be 
allowed to be mailed. 


A review of NK 105-1910 reflects that similar 
material has been received from numerous sources previously 
and that the Bureau is aware of the nature of this campaign.

CONFIDENTIAL NOTICE TO ALL JEWS 

We are about to reach our goal. World Wars I and II furthered our plans greatly. We succeeded in having 
many millions of Christians kill each other and returning other millions in such condition they can do us no harm. 
There remains little to be done to complete our control of the stupid Christians. 

JEWS IN AMERICA — These are your final instructions prior to take-over: 

1. Continue to enlarge our control over radio, TV, newspapers, movies, magazines, 
and books. 

2. Educate our sons and crowd the Gentiles out of the practice of law, medicine, phar¬ 
macy; all profitable trades and professions. 

3. Make their Schools and Colleges training camps for our Social Revolution. 

4. Bring ridicule upon their Christian faith, divide their people, weaken their churches, 
profess brotherhood and fellowship up til our cause is woo. 

5. Demoralize their women and children. 

6. Corrupt their courts and bring them into contempt; using our interpretation of the 
laws and Constitution. 

7. Turn class against class. The Negro against the White. 

8. Buy politicians and continue to corrupt their local, state, and national governments. 

9. Destroy the Christians and Non-Jews by mass inoculation, water pollution, mental 
health and civil rights laws. 

10. Use willing tools like Eisenhower, Dulles, Lodge and Warren; they will do our bid¬ 
ding. 

11. Plan unrestricted immigration of our people to America from Central Europe and 
the Middle East 

12. Tighten control of their money through our Federal Reserve System. 

13. Continue to place Jews in key positions in government, army and navy.

However, 
pertinent records reflect he was associated in a limited capacity 
with Air Force Intelligence during World War II. Material printed 
by Williams is often reprinted in "hate" publications such as 
"Common Sense." 

Each office of origin of the groups listed above should 
launch an immediate investigation to determine whether these group s 
could be connected in any way with any of the bombings which hav e 
occurred since January 1. 1957. In order to accomplish this, it will 
be necessary to determine th ffijresent leaders anu inembership of the 
groups amfi- TO establish the pattern of their activities during t he 
pertinent period , that is whether they have advocated violence or 
a re of such a radical nature as to present a potential for violence . 
TKese cases must oe assigned to mature, experienced Agents and mus't 
receive the personal supervision of the Assistant Special Agent in 
Charge or Special Agent in Charge. Careful planning must go into 
the approach to these investigations and it is expected the appropriate 
initiative and ingenuity will be exercised to achieve results. 
Sufficient manpower must be assigned in order that all investigation 
may be handled promptly and a determination can be made as to whether 
any of these groups are involved in the bombings. You must, of course, 
comply with instructions set forth in reairte l to develop sufficient 
informant coverage so that you will be advised on a continuing basis 
of the plans and activities of these groups.

MC GINLEY stated that it has been said that the CEA 
is a hate group, but the truth of the matter is that they 
do not hate anyone. The CEA is only trying to awaken the 
people of the United States to the threat of Communism and 
Zionism* He continued by saying the CEA has no quarrel with 
the Jewish people but are trying to expose the Zionist leaders 
who are attempting to control every facet of life in the 
United States* 


With regard to the recent bombings of synagogues, 
MC GINLEY advised that he believes the Jewish leaders 
themselves are doing the bombing in order to get public 
sympathy and to achieve their own ends. 


He stated that be attends a Roman Catholic Church 
regularly and he and his staff have prayers every morning, 
praying that God will keep them from printing untruths, E& 
remarked that the way to stop his publication is to convince 
him that he is not doing the right thing in God’s eyes.

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There are 700 people who receive bundles of 
"Common Sense",according to MC GINLEY. 

The finances of CEA are derived from subscriptions 
and from contributions of people who are interested in the 
CEA. 


MC GINLEY also stated there are now eight Generals 
and five Admirals "on our side". He did not elaborate further. 

He stated that CEA has had its own printing press 
for four years now, which press is maintained in the CEA 
building. 

Prior to World War II, MC GINLEY operated a chain ^ 
of restaurants in the shore area of New Jersey* 

MC GINLEY showed the interviewing agents a shotgun 
and revolver which were hanging over his desk. He advised 
that the guns werr> loaded and that he maintains them because 
of the many threats to his life which he has received. 

MC GINLEY conducted the interviewing agents on a 
short tour of the CEA building. The above interview was 
conducted in MC GINlEY’s office which is located on the 
second (top) floor of the building. There was a small

or three bedrooms on the second floor. The first floor 
comprises a mailing room and work rooms used for the composing 
and editing of the paper.

The printing press 
is located in the basement but has no first floor space over 
it. MC GINLEY advised there was a large meeting room in the 
basement* A large dog roamed about the building and MC GINLEY 
advised he was getting an additional dog. Dozens of mailing 
bags were on the front porch, which bags MC GINIEY said were 
filled with "Common Sense" for mailing* 

MC GINLEY praised the work of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation and said he considered it one of the last 
bulwarks of the nation.

There were not over ten 
persons in the Reading unit of the Silver Shirts which was 
headed by a Regional Director whom I recall as being a machine 
shop employee from Pottstown, Pa. 


"The initiation fee for the Silver Shirts was $10 
or $15 and no dues were paid thereafter although the members 
bought PELLEY's publications and also booklets in the form of 
scripts which were written by PELLEY and issued monthly or 
semi-monthly. 


"In the beginning the Silver Shirt movement appeared 
to be purely religious with no political element present. 

Around 1937 - 38 the scripts began to deal with the manner in 
which the Jews controlled international finance and became 
anti-Semitic. During the meetings the Regional Director would 
first read a script written by PELLEY and after this discussion 
of the script was had among the members. No large meetings of 
the Silver Shirts were held in Reading. In 1935 or 1936 
PELLEY's headquarters at Asheville, N. C., advised us of a 
meeting of the anti-Communist group in the Broadwood Hotel 
in Philadelphia. 

"Meetings of the Silver Shirts in Reading continued 
for around a year and a half and then ceased. I do not know 
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the exact date the group dissolved locally. To my knowledge, 
they were not connected with the German-American Bund in 
any way, we had no correspondence with the Bund and our 
members did not attend their functions ."

The files of the Philadelphia Office reflect that 

a prolific letter writer and distribtor of 
veu^u^type^o^anti-Semitic and anti-Negro literature, has 
been connected with the White Citizens Council (WCC). There is 
no information indicating the existence of a formal WCC organi¬ 
zation in Philadelphia. In this connection, however, the 'Phila¬ 
delphia Tribune," a Negro newspaper, in its issue of 10/21/58, 

Page 1, Column 2, contained an article captioned, "Race Hate 
Fanatics Make Jews, Negroes Targets of Attacks." This article 
states that a "fanatical white segregation group has been or¬ 
ganized in the heart of West Philadelphia with the aim of 
terrorizing and persecuting the Negro and Jewish citizens of 
this city. The article continues that the "Philadelphia Tri¬ 
bune" has learned through "extremely reliable sources" that an 
officer of the White Citizens Councils of the South has opened 
a branch headquarters in the vicinity of 44th and Locust Streets, 
an interracial community. From an apartment in this area, not 
further identified, the local "president" of the group reportedly 
has mailed out thousands of pamphlets and letters to white resi¬ 
dents in which Negroes and Jews are defamed. 

The pamphlets urge that the reader join in the "race- 
hate organization" which has as its first mission the destruction 
of the National Association for the Advancement of Colored People 
(NAACP) in Philadelphia, and, secondly, the passage of legislation 
which would bring about segregation in local restaurants, theaters, 
hotels, public housing, and churches. The article states that while 
the group has little hope of achieving its two major objectives, it 
has, "nevertheless, managed to recruit several hundred members into 
the race baiting cult." 
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While the article failed to identify the local organizer 
or give the exact address of the WCC, it described the local or¬ 
ganizer as a "diminutive, cringing, furtive man who moved into the 
West Philadelphia apartment about three years ago. Last year he 
reportedly ordered and received 100 White Citizens Council member¬ 
ship cards from Texas. He has, on occasion, also received large 
batches of membership cards from Alabama, Mississippi, and Georgia. 
This individual also reportedly receives copies of White Citizens 
Council periodicals from Jackson, Miss., which are described as 
"the most inflammatory of all which are permitted to go through 
the mails." 

The article states further that several weeks ago, the 
local organizer placed a shingle outside his apartment house door 
proclaiming himself as the local representative for the National 
Association for the Advancement and Improvement of White People. 
Criticism by white and Negro residents of the neighborhood was so 
intense that he removed the shingle after allowing it to remain 
outside his apartment door for only one day.

Our office has completed information on most of the five 
hundred Communist fronts and in general is supplied with material 
on Communism second only to the government.

But we believe 
the following illustration will make 
clear once and for all our attitude 
toward these groups. 

Some weeks ago we heard a radio 
program in which a psychologist, to 
test the reactions of a group of people, 
asked the following question: 

“If these things happened simultan¬ 
eously in your house, in what order 
would you attend to them: the baby 
cries, the telephone rings, the doorbell 
chimes, and a fire starts in the kitchen”. 

Following the varied answers of the 
people, the psychologist gave the prop¬ 
er. logical sequence in which these 
matters should be taken care of: ( 1 ) 
pul out the fire. ( 2 ) answer the phone 
and ask the person to wait while you 
(3 answer the doorbell, (4) take care 
of the baby. It is obvious why we 
should take care of things in this order, 
for if we do not first put out the fire, 
there will be no opportunity to do the 
other things, will there? 

Identical, we wouiu say, is the case 
which faces our American people to¬ 
day. Several things are demanding 
our attention, but we must establish a 

* sense of values, learn to do first things 
I first. The fire of Communism, which 

is about to burn down our house, must 
certainly be put out before we can 
afford to turn our attention to lesser 
things. Just as the person on the phone 
or at the door might bring tidings as 
important and urgent as the fire in the 
j kitchen, so the Columbians and the 
revival of the Klan might become a

,we cannot hesitate and falter at this 
, decisive moment, for if we do not over¬ 
come the fire of Communism NOW, 
i we will have no opportunity to deal 
with the lesser evils when and if they

ter action. 

One more thought along this line 
of comparison. Educating people to 
the danger of Communism, and active- 
, \y fighting this evil, is the most import¬ 
ant work facing sincere Americans to- 
( day. This work is more important than 
, even church work, for, again, unless 

* we stamp out Communism, there will 
be no churches for which to work.

A FEW FACTS ABOUT KARL 

MARX AND FRIEDRICH ENGELS 

Karl Marx was a neurotic, suffering 
from an intense sense of inferiority. 
He was born at Treves, Germany, May 
5, l S1 8. W hen lie was about six years 
old, his father, Hirschel Marx, and his 
| Family, abandoned the Jewish- faith 
• pud became Protestants. Marx was 
raised a Christian. , 

He suffered physical pain most of 
his life. At times lie was literally cov¬ 
ered with boils and carbuncles and 
seldom was free from digestive disord¬ 
ers, stomach, liver and bowel troubles. 
He bad no profession, regular occupa¬ 
tion or dependable means of liveli¬ 
hood. He pretended to be a master of 
the methods and technique of Capital- 
ism, yet was never able to earn his 
own living. Violent, arrogant and quar¬ 
relsome, lie posed as the champion of 
the brotherhood of man, yet remained 
virtually friendless all of* his life. 

Marx’s father was a lawyer and 
Marx was sent to the University of 
Bonn to study law. Here he became 
deeply interested in the philosophy of 
the German philosopher Hegel. He 
abandoned the study of law and devot¬ 
ed himself to mastering the Hegelian 
system. He received the degree of 
Doctor of Philosophy in 1 881 but was 
denied a position at the university. 
He turned to journalism and became 
the editor of the Rheinische Zeitung 
and^ devoted himself to the study of 
Socialist literature. 

Friedrich Engels was born in Bar¬ 
men, Germany, on November 28, 
1820. Although Marx had met Engels 
when he was editor of the Rheinische 
Zeitung their association did not really 
begin until September of 1 844. Engels 
practically supported Marx and his 
family from that time until Marx’s 
death, March 14, 1883. 

Marx was expelled from France in 
184 5 and went to Brussels, from 
whence he was subsequently compelled 
to rlee. He found a refuge in England 
and lived there until his death.

B’nai Brith League Report 
Hits ‘Bigoted’ Stand of 
Jersey Weekly 

A “very real" increase in the 
"gentleman : s agreement type of 
bigotry," but a lessening of "or¬ 
ganized" anti-Semitism occurred 
in the United States in 1947, the 
Anti-Defamation League of B’nai 
B'rith asserted today in its annual 
report. 

I frew Jersey came in for both fa- 
‘ vorable and unfavorable mention. 
The report on "Anti-Semitism in 
the United States in 1947" said 
there was a dwindling in "expres¬ 
sions of resentment" to prejudice, 
which resulted in unfriendly acts, 
social restrictions and economic 
and educational discrimination 
against Jews. 

“Disturbing" Situations 
"Failure of large sections of the 
public to recognize and oppose antl- 
] ScmitLsm that comes from pre¬ 
sumably respectable circles" was 
cited as one of the league's most 
"disturbing" conclusions. Termed 
more encouraging were findings 
that anti-Jewish hatred in political 
campaigns, assaults on Jewish per¬ 
sons and synagogues decreased dur¬ 
ing the year and that "un-American 
veterans' organizations which 
sprang up in 1945 and 1946 vir¬ 
tually collapsed in the last year." 

The survey noted that employ 
ment discrimination complaints in 
creased "many-fold" except in th 
deep South, the Northwest and i 
such states as New Jersey and Ne\ 
York, which have fair employmen . 
practice legislation. 


J In its original report on the 
East, the league said: . i 

"In New Jersey, the anti-Sem¬ 
itic publication, Think Weekly 
changed its name to Common 
Sense and continued dissemination 
of Its bigoted outpourings * to 
church, veteran and civic groups 
in many states throughout the 
East. Its sponsoring organization, 
the Loyal American Congress, met 
several times in the Newark area 
to hold pro-American rallies, which 
featured such speakers as Cath¬ 
erine Baldwin and pro-Nazi Kalina 
Lissiuk. From Collingswood, N. J.. 
the Rev. Carl Mclntire continued 
to preach hatred of Catholics and 
Jews in his weekly publication, 
Christian Beacon." 

Major findings which the league 
listed as "disturbing" were: a tend¬ 
ency among responsible sections 
of society to accept public fieures 
previously considered "unaccept¬ 
able;" an increase in employment 
discrimination and greater discrim¬ 
ination in housing, with increased 
use of racial and religious restric¬ 
tive covenants in new home build¬ 
ing developments. 

Also, widespread use of racial and 
religious quotas in screening appli¬ 
cants for admission to colleges and 
professional schools; an increase in 
the practice of excluding Jews as a 
group from many hotels and resort 
areas; widespread circulation of ap¬ 
proximately 75 anti-Semitic or sus¬ 
pect newspapers, in addition to 
other types of "hate" literature; in¬ 
creased anti-Semitic sentiment evi¬ 
dent in the foreign-language groups, 
which was reflected in its press 
gublished and circulated in the 
IJnited States, and anti-Jewish cam¬ 
paigns promoted by Arab propagaji- 
Jlists and "their native allies" and 
Intended to becloud tho Palestine 
issue.

An obvious solution to this problem would be to 
rearm Germany if tune permits, previous experience 
Indicates that an armed Germany supported by the 
North Atlantic Allies would have an excellent chance 
of winning a v,ar against ihe combined communist 
states 

Objection to this solution is that Franca is un¬ 
alterably opposed to rearming Germany For if that 
should happen, Germany with its greater population, 
better industrial development, and more extensive 
resources, and not France, would be the leading 
Power in West Europe, Rather than see this occur, 
Fiance would prefer to take a chance on complete 
conquest by Russia. (Who are the rulers of France?) 
The danger of this is evident, but, as French assis¬ 
tance is, as Jong as Germany remains disarmed, 
necessary for the defense of West Europe none of the 
Allies opposes Fiance. (Who are the rulers of the 
Allies?) The United States has officially announced 
that It will not agree to rearming Germany (WTio 
are the rulers of the USA?) 

A second solution Is to organize Southwest 
Europe, In rear of the Pyrenees, as a fortified area or 
redoubt, to which defense forces if too weak to 
resist an enemy (in West Europel could retreat. The 
Pyrenees Mountains present a first class obstacle 
and an excellent defensive position Behind them Is 
emple space for large forces, good sites for air bases, 
good ports for maintaining lines of communication 
to the Americans Spain could contribute 20 divisions 
to the North Atlantic Alliance without delay, and 
Portugal I— probably sufficient to defend the Pyrenees 
temporarily. These force* ->» not have —***'*'

Objifctlon to this soUniw.i is that Spate IS a, 
international dog house with the North Atlantic Allies 
refusing to deal with her-on the ground that the 
government Is not entirely democratic, (Evidently 
Spain has different rulers from those of the Allies), 
That is a correct statement of the facts, but there is 
lack of evidence that the Bpan lards are dissatisfied 
with their government, which is strongly anti-com¬ 
munistic. (A condition evidently not acceptable to 
those who rule the North Atlantic Alliance). 

An effort has started In Europe to remove the 
objections to including Germany and Spain in the 
North Atlantic Alliance. If this were to occur, Wot 
Europe within a few years—which might indeed be 
dangerous ones—should thereafter be In excellent 
shape to defend itself. This would Lighten Ihe great 
burden of taxation undertaken by the USA lo protect 
the large populations, exceeding It's own, in West 
Europe and permit the use of funds so released for 
the defense of the Pacific Theatre, which is vital to 
ihe USA, but of secondary consideration to Europe. 

At the prevent time, either nr both uf these 
solutions are impracticable for political reasons. 
(Here the author clearly implies that Zionist-Marxist 
propaganda for hatred of Germany and Spain makes 
our politicians afraid to take the obvious course to 
the best Interests of the USA) "

ASSASSINATION ATTEMPT 
ON EDITOR BY REDS 


Common Sense Attacked f@r 
3rd Time, Two Union Boys 
Beaten In Brutal Assault 

Windows Smashed; Editor Escapes With His 
Life, As Jew Terrorists Strike! Jews Say 
They’ll Kill McGinley and O’Brien, If One 
More Issue of Common Sense Published! 


Under cover of darkness at midnight, June 
Sid, 1952. two carloads of Communist Jews 
stopped their cars at the office of COMMON 
SENSE in a third attempt on the life of the 
editor, Conde McGinley. This group which 
preaches so much “brotherly love" and "tol¬ 
erance" bombarded the office with bricks and 
pieces of cement breaking the large plate 
glass window and causing ,—^.derable dam¬ 
age. This was a repetition of the midnight 
attack on March 4th when a car full of ter¬ 
rorists smashed the plate glass window on this 
bitter cold night when the editor was suffering 
from virus-pneumonia, so ill he could hardly 
walk. The first attempt On the editor's life 
took place when four bombs set to go of! 5 
minutes opart wctc placed adjacent to the 
building on October 31st las', year, which, 
thanks to Divine Providence, was unsuccessful. 

For various reasons the editor preferred to 
Ignore the previous attacks but this laws! at¬ 
tack proved more violent and he decided his 
readers should know of the vicious methods 
used by the enemies of Christ. 

Along with this latest attack came a severe 
warning and threat via the telephone which 


v. ns timed (o coincide with the confusfon re¬ 
sulting from the breaking in of the front part 
of the building The'conversation which lasted 
about twenty minutes ran something in this 
manner. ’’Is this McGinley? We are Jews 
who belong to an organization that has de¬ 
cided COMMON SENSE is not going to be 
printed. What has just happened is a sample 
of what is to come. We have decided to kill 
you and your assistant O'Brien if you print 
another issue." McGinley told them killing 
him would not settle the question as there 
were others ready to take his place. The Jews 
replied “wc will get you one by one and will 
get you when you least expect it." The editor 
explained he was not against all Jews as ho 
knew all Jews were not Communists. The re¬ 
ply came back that “all Jews should be Com¬ 
munists.’' The editor suggested they select 
three of their leaders, and that he would fur¬ 
nish three former Jews who are not Com¬ 
munists to represent him, and if their leaders 
could prove that COMMON SENSE was print¬ 
ing anything but the truth, he would apologize 
and discontinue publishing the paper. The

Frankfurter was busy with this work until 
put on tiie Supiome Court bench—Some 20 
years.

It was none other than the old Red-aiding 
Jewish Frankfurter, however, who upheld 
the- con viol ion of Beauhornais foi agitating 
tor all-white neighborhoods.

The minority Supreme Court Justices,!

is that his evidence was excluded instead of 
being received and evaluated ... no group 
interest should forget that the shoe may be 
on the other foot in some prosecution to-, 
morrow’. Black condemned the Illinois law, 
as establishing ‘expansive stale censorship’ ”, 
And: "Justice Jackson objected that Beau¬ 
harnais had been deprived of the right to, 
offer proof of the truth of his assertions”! 
(Chgo. Trib. 4-29-52, 5-3-52). 

The "cast" in the Van Hyning prosecu¬ 
tion is practically the same as in the cases 
following the Red riot at the West End 
Women’s Club before and during an Amer¬ 
ica First meeting, there, Feb. 7, 1946. The 
Jewish Sentinel boasted over the role of 
Jewish War Veterans, under Victor Hirsch 
(who was subsequently made "American¬ 
ism” chairman for the sixth area of the 
American Legion). The Trotskyite Com¬ 
munists, likewise, boasted of their part in 
the terrorism, as did the Stalinists. Slobs 
had collected outside the building before 
the meeting had started, chanting hale sl6- 
gans, and carrying picket signs they had 
made for the occasion. It required a body 
of police to get into the building at all. but, 
despite these, the clothes of the would-be 
attendants were spit upon and ripped, many 
were struck, und three went to' the hospital 
in ambulances.

• Tho following is a speech of Rabbi Eman¬ 
uel Rabinovich Wforo a special meeting of 
the Emergency Council of European Rabbi* 
in Budapest.

"Greetings, My children! You Have beer, 
called Here to recapitulate the principal 
slops of our new program.

The goal for which wo have striven so 
conceitedly for three thousand years is ot 
lant within our reach, ond because its ful¬ 
fillment is so apparent, it behooves us to 
increase our efforts ond our caution ten¬ 
fold. I can safey promise you that before 
ten years linvc passed, out race will Hike 
its rightful place in the world, With every 
jew* a King and every Gentile a slave! 
(applause from the gathering) You remem¬ 
ber the success of our propaganda campaign 
during the 1930's, which aroused antl-Amer- 
ican passions in Germany at the same time 
we were mousing anti-German passions In 
America, a cnmpoiyn which culminated in 
tiie Second World War. A similar propa¬ 
ganda campaign Is now being waged inten¬ 
sively throughout tiie world A war fiver 
is being worked up in Russia by an hires* 
slant ami-American barrage, while a nation 
wide •ntl-Comrmmist scare is sweeping 
America. This campaign is forcing all of 
the smaller nations to choose between the 
pat tnitship of Russia or on alliance with 
the United States. 

Our most pressing problem at the mo¬ 
ment is to inflame the lagging militaristic 
Bpirlt of the Americans. (The failure of 
tho Universal Military Training Act was a 
great setback to our plans, but we are as¬ 
sured that a suitable measure will be 
rushed through Congress immediately after 
the 1952 elections). The Russian, as Well 
as the Asiatic peoples, are well under con¬ 
trol, and ofTer no objections to war, but we 
must watt to secure the American*. This 
u-e hope to do w’ith the issue of anti-Semi¬ 
tism. which worked so welt in uniting tho 
Americans against Germany. 

(We are counting heavily on reports of 
anti-Semitic outrages in Russia to whip up 
indignation in the United States and prod¬ 
uce u front of solidarity against the Soviet 
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power. Simultaneously, to demonstrate la 
Aider icons (ho wattt* ui .nm-StmiUMn. we 
will advance through now sources large 
Mints of money to outspokenly anti-Semitic 
element* hi America to hieieasc their c£- 
lvciivcnoas. and we shall stage amt-Sciuuic 
outbreak* in several «f tlwir hugest elites. 
Tins will serve the double purpose of ex¬ 
posing reactionary sectors m America, 
which then cun be silenced, and ol welding 
llwi United §la(c* lltl^n devoted anti- Ru*- 
m.iii unfit) - •« 

Within five year*, tins program will 
achieve its objective, the Third. World War. 
w hich will a’ui passim destruction nlf ;>r» 
viiHjii contests. Israel, of c«iM Will re¬ 
main neutral, and when both sides arc de¬ 
vastated and exhausted, wu will arbitrate, 
sending Our Control Commission Into nil of 
tiie wrecked countries. This wav will vttd 
for all time our struggle against the Gen¬ 
tiles. We will openly reveal oui identity 
with tho races ol Asia and Africa. I can 
state with insurance that the last genera¬ 
tion of while children is now being born. 
Our Control Commissions will, in the Int¬ 
ercuts of peace and wiping out Inter-rncial 
tension*, forbid the whin's to male with 
whites- The white women must cohabit 
with members of the dark races, ond the 
white men with black women Thus the 
while race will disappear, for mixing the 
dark with tiro white means the end ol the 
While man, ond our must dangerous enemy 
will become only a memory. Wc shall em¬ 
bark upon an era of ten thousand years of 
peace and plenty, the Pax Judaic.!, and our 
nice will rule undisputed over the earth. 
Our superior intelligence will easily enable 
us to retain mastery over a world of dark 
peoples.

No More Religions 

RABINOVICH: There will be no more 
icllgiuns. Not only would the existence of 
a priest class remain o constant danger to 
our rule, but belie* m an after-life would 
give spiritual strength to irreconcilable ele¬ 
ments in many countries, and enable them 
to resint us Wo will, however retain the 
rituals and customs of Judiosm as the mark 
of our hereditary ruling caste, strengthen¬ 
ing our racial laws so that no Jew will be 
allowed to marry outside our race, nor will 
any stranger be accepted by us.

(This transcription of Rabinovich’s speech 
was given me by a former Bulgarian diplo¬ 
mat who broke with tho Communist re¬ 
gime and reached Budapest. Hungary, 
where Ire hid out with anti-Communbt 
friends until March. While there, he ob¬ 
tained a copy of this speech, and was then, 
smuggled to Hamburg, Germany, finally 
making his way to this country. A gentle¬ 
man in Hamburg gave him my name, and 
he met me and urged me to distribute this 
speech at once. I sincerely hope that it 
will give the American people a better pic¬ 
ture of the force arrayed against them.)

Popes jnmed Talmud 
You know, Lheiei'ore, that item the lime 
of Giegoiy the Great (590-604 AD) the 
Popes struggled both to con veil the Tal¬ 
mudists and at the same time pi event them 
from Talmudizing Chi Lilians. Chegoty VII 
denounced favoritism to Jews and cnl'oiced 
laws prohibiting giving Jews power over 
Christians (107B). Innocent III oi deied 
Jews to wear a distinctive arm badge so 
that Christians could avoid Talmudists as 
bearers of spiritual disease (1215). Pope 
Julius III ordered the burning oi the TAL¬ 
MUD (1553), and great quantities of TAL- 
MUDS were burned in Rome He cnlorced 
the wearing of a yellow hal by Jews and 
finally decreed that they should li\e in a 
ghetto Pius V added some new restrictions 
including a prohibition against Christians 
kindling fires for Jews on their Sabbath, 
and in 1556 ordered them expelled from his 
territory. Gregory XIII added additional 
restrictions. Clement VIII again expelled 
them and prohibited the printing of the 
TALMUD (1593) Clement X ordered the 
ghetto gates closed during the night. Pius 
VI required Jews to wear a yellow badge 
on their hats and endeavored to isolate 
them while at the same time ordering them 
to listen to conversionist sermons from

Judaism Religion or Pharisees 

Since every Jewish Encyclopedia and his¬ 
tory declares ihat the Jewish religion is 
the religion of the Pharisees, you know 
this, and you also know that the Chi ish 
whose Cross you should reverence, hurled 
more terrific excoriations at the Pharisee 
sect and all that it stands for, than you 
have addressed lo anti-Pharisee Christians 
because they are following Him in denounc¬ 
ing this evil. 

If, perchance, despite that “Master's De¬ 
gree,” you should be a bit dumb, instead

time to time (1775-1800). Pius IX, after 
his exile, during the Jewish Red revolu¬

SENSE > FORMERLY "think weekly" conde j. mc ginley, 
EDITOR INTERNAL SECURITY - X -- Numerous inquiries have been received 
by the Newark Office frcm other offices advising of complaints 
received regarding the newspaper "Common Sense," which is being 
sent through the mail to the complainants. It was reported in 
November, 1953 , by a reliable informant of the Newark Office that 
Conde J . McGinley planned to circulate one million copies of his 
latest issue of "Common Sense." 


In view of the above, a brief summary of McGinley's 
background as well as that of "Common Sense" is being set forth 
below for ycur information. 


Conde JMcGinley has been described by a reliable informant 
as being sympathetic with Germany during World War II because 
Germany was fighting Communism and because he felt that portion of 
Nazi philosophy directed against the Jews was a correct one # The 
informant stated that McGinley and his associates are violently 
anti-Semitic, that they consider themselves "Nationalist," and that 
they are dedicated to the "saving of America from the invisible 
government or world government of Zionism." 

McGinley started publishing "Think Weekly" in July, 1946 
was re P or t ed to be dedicated to the fight against 
the Communist threat to Christianity. Later in 1946, McGinley 
changed the title of his newspaper to "Common Sense." A review of 

the articles appearing in "Common Sense" reflects this newspaper to 
be anti-Semitic and anti-Communist. newspaper co 

December, 1946, McGinley organized a group in New Jersev 
for the purpose of aiding in the distribution and sale of his news¬ 
paper.

T he house committee on un-american 

' ACTIVITIES, under Harold Velde, of Illinois 
Republican, as chairman, perpetrated a hoax m a 
“preliminary report nn nco-Fascist and hate groups"

This was an attempt to holler- 
up a menace presented by * few 
futile anti-Semites in and around 
New York who have served as 
windmills for the non-sectarian 
Anti-Nazi League, itself a hate 
group. 

This league is operated by 
Isidore Lipschutz, who also operates 
a thing called the Society for the 
Prevention of World War III which 
tried to impose the vicious Morgen- 
thau Plan on conquered Germany. 

The kernel of that plan was 
the removal of all British and 
American armed forces from Ger¬ 
many after the victory of 1945 and 
the extension of the Soviet empire 
across France to the Pyrenees and down to and includ¬ 
ing Sicily. 

Harry Dexter While, who caused Ihe delivery of 
American currency plates to Soviet agents in occupied 
Germany with which the Communist enemy counter¬ 
feited hundreds of millions of dollars redeemed by our 
taxes for Moscow's profit, was one of Morgenthau's 
principal subordinates during most of Henry's reign 
at the Treasury.

Velde knows 
all about this hpcau.se he is a veteran agent of thr FBI 
and an authority on such rubbish. 

After all. by the efforts of Lipschutz and Sheldon, 
the miscalled House Committee on Lobbying, under a 
cheap thief named Frank Buchanan, actually*procured 
a prison sentence against Edward A. Rumely, of the 
Committee for Constitutional Government, of New 
York, as punishment for circulating John T. Flynn's 
learned tract against Fabian socialism. Rumely was 
vindicated later by the Supreme Court, but his jeopardy 
was serious nevertheless.

The article said Rabbi Prinz, of 
the Temple Bnai Abraham here, 
was expelled' from Germany in 
1937 for revolutionary Communis¬ 
tic activities. It also referred to : 
him as a Red rabbi. 

McGinley told a Superior Court 
jury that he was not acquainted 
personally with Rabbi Prinz. nor 
did he bear him any ill will or 
| malice. 

In his suit. Rabbi Prinz main¬ 
tains that McGinley was motivated 
by anti-Semitism in publishing the 
article which was written by Wil¬ 
liam J. O'Brien. 

McGinley, in answer to questions 
from Ins counsel, said he doesn’t 
ihate any human, Jew or non-Jew,

He also declared that the Amer¬ 
ican Jewish Congress, of which 
Rabbi Prinz was an officer, has no 
right to stick its nose into the fight 
for civil liberties in the United 
States. 

“We have . Congress and the 
courts who ran handle civil liber¬ 
ties,” McGinley said. "The courts 
have been taking care of our people 
for years.” 

McGinley testified that prior to 
starting the publication he operated 
a restaurant and wa€ an inspector 
in a defense plant.

Mrs. Elizabeth Dilling Stokes, 
author and lecturer on commu¬ 
nism, spent three hours on the 
witness stand, but Superior 
Court Judge Howard Ewart re¬ 
fused to let her testify to any¬ 
thing except her education and 
background. 

SOX ASKS QUESTIONS 

Her son, Kirkpatrick Dilling, 
counsel for Conde McGinley, 
editor of Common Sense, fired 
scores of questions at her 
which he said would show that 
Rabbi Prinz has been closely 
associated with Communists, 
Communist sympathizers and 
Communist-front organizations. 

Among those Dilling named 
were Albert Einstein, the late 
Rabbi Stephen S. Wise, Judges 
: Julian W. Mack and Ben Rosen¬ 
thal, Louis Lipky, Rep. Emanuel; 
Celler of New York, the Ameri-! 
can Jewish Congress, the Cen-| 
tral Conference of Rabbis, the 
Zionist Organization of Amer¬ 
ica and the Independent Citi- 
Izens League. 

I In some cases, Judge Ewart 
Iruled there was no evidence 
that Rabbi Prinz was associ¬ 
ated with the individuals or or¬ 
ganizations.

Dilling told the court McGin¬ 
ley could justify Common 
Sense’s alleged libel against 
Rabbi Prinz by showing the 
AJC “is a Red-front organiza¬ 
tion from top to bottom."

| $25,000 IS PUNITIVE 

The award of $5,000 compensa¬ 
tory damages and $25,000 punitive 
damages was made yesterday by 
a Superior Court jury. 

Dr. Prinz, rabbi of Temple 
B’nai Abraham of Newark, con¬ 
tended in the suit that he was 
libeled in an Apr. 1, 1952, article in 
the publication which referred to 
him as: "a Red rabbi who was ex¬ 
pelled from Germany for revolu¬ 
tionary Communistic activities." 

"The issue was freedom from 
smear," he commented, "it was 
not merely a case of defamation 
of a person. The verdict is not 
only vindication of me personally, 
but also of all the groups with 
which I have associated, most^no- 
tably the American Jewish Con¬ 
gress which because of its fight 
for justice and decency and for its 
stand against Communism and 
Fascism alike has been the prin¬ 
cipal target."

EVIDENCE OF MALICE 

Actual malice must be shown to 
justify an award for punitive 
damages, the Judge added in his 
charge. He said McGinley’s failure 
to retract the libelous statement 
was evidence of actual malice and 
was sufficient to justify punitive 
damages.

while lx;cn watching the condition of-diet r 
school children’s teeth. When the cry for fluori¬ 
dation became insistent, they announced that 
dental decay among Toronto's children declined 
45.3$ during the same period of years. (State¬ 
ment of Claude *N. Palmer, Hearings on II.R. 
2341, p. 30) 

“Newburgh and Grand Rapids Fluoridation 
Experiment Stations show statistics which prove 
that by age 17 to 18 years, fluoridated water 
aggravates dental decay, so that there is far 
more dental decay evident in those children who 
have used fluoridation water than in thte chil¬ 
dren who have used water without fluoride.*’ 
(Statement of Miss Lillian Van De Vere, Hear¬ 
ings, H.R. 2311, page 116) 

Referring to charts based on the data collect¬ 
ed by Newburgh and Crand Rapids researches 
by 1052, after .63a years of fluoridation, the fol¬ 
lowing testimony was given. “The comparison 
of two sets of bars indicates that in fluoridated 
areas, up to the ages of 8 to 9, either the detec¬ 
tion of decay was more difficult or there was a 
temporary delay in decay. However, the un¬ 
expected increase in the rate of fluoridated decay 
after the age of 9 shows that most likely by the 
age .14 or at the most 16, fluoridated areas will 
have more decayed teeth than nonfluoridated. 
Such possibility is strengthened by the phenom¬ 
enon peculiar to fluoridated decay revealed on 
the chart: The number of decayed, filled, or 
missing teeth in fluoridated communities doubt¬ 
ed evcr>' two years, that is, children of 8 years 
had on the average 1M decayed, filled or miss¬ 
ing; 2 years later they had twice as many or 3; 

2 years later, when they were 12, the number of 
decayed, filled or missing again double and 
became o." (Statement of K. K. Paluev, Heal¬ 
ings on II.R. 2341, p. 174) 

“Let us consider, for instance, the statistics 
given us by the observers at Newburgh. It is 
claimed that there has been a greater reduction 
in tooth decay among the children in Newburgh 
than in the control city of Kingston. However, 
in the overall picture, the total defeats in chil¬ 
dren of school age arc 100 par cent greater in 
Newburgh than in the control city, according to 
the 1952 statistics of the Department of Edu¬ 
cation. (Statement of Anthony ]. Romeo, Hear¬ 
ings on II.R. 2341. p. 241) 

Harmful Effects Of Fluoridation 
Very glibly, the advocates of fluoridution as¬ 
sure us that there are no dangers associated 
with the amount of sodium fluoride prescribed. 
How honest is this statement? What tests have 
been made to substantiate this claim? Have 
studies been carried out to determine the effect 
of artificial fluoridation on the aged, the sick or 
those with particular allergies? If so, when, 
where and how complete were they? Assuming 
that some sort ol oheck has been made — how 
conclusive could it possibly be inasmuch as we 
know that fluorine- has a cumulative action, that 
is, part of it is retained in the body and stores 
up. Who can say that no Imnn will come to us 
after continued use of this poison? 

The deception used in connection with this 
scheme is revealed over and over again. They 
constantly repeat the phrase "no harmful ef¬ 
fects and yet the Feb. 1952 issue of the Amer¬ 
ican Dental Association carried an article, "Rela¬ 
tion of Endemic Dental Fluorisis to Malnutri¬ 
tion" which said in part: 

Importance of investigation of nutritional 
status: I he data from this and other investiga¬ 
tions suggest that malnourished infants and 
children, especially if deficient in calcium in¬ 
take, may sufler from the effects of water con¬ 
taining fluorine while healthy children would 
remain tmeffected."

In a letter to Mr. Roby C. Day, May 1 i-l, 
Dr. George Heard, for many years a dentist in 
Hereford, Tex., stated: 

“I believe that fluorine dues, in a mild way, 
retard caries, but I also believe tliat the damage 
it does is far greater than any good it may ap¬ 
pear to accomplish. It even makes the teeth so 
brittle and crumbly, they can be treated only 
with difficulty, if at all. It is hellish and un- 
Amcriean to put poison in city water supplies 
and force citizens to drink it. I sincerely hope 
that at least sonic ol your dentists arc cooper¬ 
ating with you in getting the truth about tooth 
decay over to your citizens." (Statement by Mrs. 
Hugo Franzen, Hearings on H.R. 2341, p. 95) 
Experiments on white rats (and humans are 
more susceptible to fluorides than rats) lasting 
up .to 9 months, and using fluoridated water 
containing 10 parts per million, 5 parts per 
million, and 1 part per million (the latter pre¬ 
scribed as the “safe level") showed the following 
results in all dilutions: 

"Experiment 1. Onset of arteriosclerosis was 
hastened by ingestion of sodium fluoride; blood- 
dotting time was prolonged. 

Experiment 2. Cancer growth was accelerated 
by ingestion of sodium fluoride.” (Statement of 
Miss L. Van De Vere, Hearings, H.R. 2311, 

p. 110) 

“Fluorine is a nerve poison. It effects the 
nervous system: its vegetative scctiou which 
supplies the inner organs of the body and the 
endocrine glands, as well as its central and 
peripheral sections—that is to say, the brain, 
the spinal cord, and the peripheral nerves. The 
long-continued daily ingestion of at least 1 mil¬ 
ligram of fluorine, equivalent to 1 liter of drink¬ 
ing water with a concentration of 1 part per 
million a day, is sufficient to cause the first cci- 
dance of chronic fluorine poisoning (State¬ 
ment ol Dr. Leo Spira. Hearings on H.R. 2341, 
p. 1S5) Emphasis added.

Is There A Safe Level of 
Fluoride Concentration? 

Medicines, pills and tablets are, for the most 
part, prescribed and taken on an individual 
basis. Naturally, there are several medicines on 
the market available without a prescription. Rut 
the purchase and use of such remains a matter 
of choice. A medication helpful to one person 
may be totally inefiecrivc when used by another. 

By the same token, we would not give an adult 
medicine to an infant, nor would we force cer¬ 
tain medications on one suffering from an al¬ 
lergy, heart disease or nephritis. A doctor may 
have a dozen potients suffering from the same 
ailment and yet prescribe cither different reme¬ 
dies or different amounts Of the same medicine. 

The doctor realizes that each patient is an in¬ 
dividual; each having dissimilar susceptibilities, 
resistances, and needs.

passed. A completely healthy person may he ex¬ 
pected to have an entirely different reaction to 
fluorides than would one who is suffering Irorn 
a particular disease. Also, there may be n vari¬ 
ance in the individual ability to store up or 
excrete this poison. 

The following, statement from Claude N. 
Palmer reveals .the inability to maintain the 
“safe” fluoride concentration: 

In Charlotte,,X. C. , . , one cf our larger 
fluoridated communities, monthly analyses of 
fluorine concentration at the ciri water plant 
between September 1949 and August 1950 
showed variations from 14 per cent above to 35 
per cent below the prescribed amount, an over¬ 
all spread of 4S fcer cent.” 

"This 48 per cent variation at the water plant 
might not be highly significant, if it were not 
for the fact that three other monthly tests of the 
same water drawn,from the same source showed 
as great or greater variations in fluorine con¬ 
tent, seldom agreeing with each other or with 
the water plant's analyser. Samples analyzed by 
the city health department showed a difference 
of 51 per cent between maximum and minimum 
concentrations. Th&Charlotte water district tests 
showed variations of 53 per cent during the 12 
month period. Test? at a military post which 
draws its water from the Charlotte system 
showed a difference of 51 per cent between 
maximum and minimum fluorine concentrations. 
While the latter percentage coincides with that 
of the city waterworks, it is significant that in 
no month of the 12 were all 4 tests in complete 
agreement As tc the fluorine content of (D i.

Perhaps the most effective weapon at the dis¬ 
posal ol Jewish nationalists in their campaign to 
negate Christion-Aincricnn culture mid eiviliza- 
tion is "tolerance" and ’'brotherhood’* propa¬ 
ganda.

The U. S Dispensatory, 24th 
Edition, states, "Fluorides are 
violent poisons to all living tis¬ 
sue because of their precipita¬ 
tion of calcium. They cause fall 
of blood pressure, respiratory 
failure, and general paralysis 
Continuous ingestion of non-fa- 
tal doses causes permanent inhib¬ 
ition of growth.” 

3. Are not naturally - fluori¬ 
dated and artificially-fluoridated 
waters the same? 

Absolutely not! The fluorides 
found naturally are usually or¬ 
ganic calcium fluorides which 
are in combination with other 
natural elements serving to in¬ 
hibit and neutralize the toxic 
effects of fluorine, and which 
ran be assimilated by the body; 
the artificially fluoridated water 
is obtained with sodium fluoride 
which is an inorganic, cumula¬ 
tive poison 95 times more toxic 
than calcium fluoride, and can¬ 
not be assimilated by the body, 
and which, when added to wa¬ 
ter, makes hydrofluoric acid, an 
extremely active and dangerous 
poison, used chiefly for etching 
glass. 

4. What effect does artificially- 
fluoridated water have upon can¬ 
cerous growth? 

Dr. Alfred Taylor of Biochem¬ 
ical Institue U. of Texas, one of 
the country’s leading research 
scientists who appeared before 


the Congressional Committee in 
Washington, D. C , proved conclu¬ 
sively in a series of experiments 
that cancerous growth was 
speeded up by the ingestion of 
fluoridated water and that the 
life-span of his experimental an¬ 
imals was 10 per cent less than 
that of the animals drinking 
non-fluoridated water. 

5, What effect does artificial¬ 
ly-fluoridated water have upon 
the digestive processes? 

The University of New Mexi¬ 
co Bulletin of August 1 , 1938 
on the "Menace of Fluorine to 
Health,” states on page 20-21, 
"Solutions of sodium fluoride 
with a fluorine content as low 
as one part in 15,000,000 may in¬ 
hibit the action of the lipase 
(pancreatic juice) as much as 
50 per cent. 

6. What effect does fluorine 
have upon the dentine of the 
teeth? 

University of New Mexico Bul¬ 
letin referred to above states on 
page 19, "Although it is true 
that the enamel of adult teeth 
is uneffected by fluorine, the 
dentine, which receives nutri¬ 
ents from the blood stream con¬ 
tinually and whose composition 
is subject to change, will suffer." 

What effect does artificially- 
fluoridated water in the recom¬ 
mended dosages have upon the 
liver? 

University of New Mexico Bul¬ 
letin referred to above, page 20, 
states, "An inhibitory effect on 
the action of enzymes, charac¬ 
teristic of antiseptics in general, 
is a property of all inorganic 
fluorides. Evidence has been es¬ 
tablished that there is a specific 
influence of fluorides on certain 
enzymatic changes association 
with carbohydrates and fats. The 
results of a study conducted by 
Kastle and Loevenhart on the 
effect of antiseptics on the reac¬ 
tions of pancreatic and liver ex¬ 
tracts revealed a harmful effect 
on most substances studied ” 

8. What about periodontal 
(gum) diseases from fluoridated 
water? 

Dr. H. K. Box, periodontist 
of international repute on the 
Dental Faculty of the U. of 
Toronto, made a survey and 
found an appallingly high inci¬ 
dence of pyorrhea, gingivities, 
and other gum diseases in areas 
where the water was naturally- 
fluoridated. (Artificially-fluori¬ 
dated water is 85 times more 
toxic!) 

9. What effect could artificial¬ 
ly-fluoridated water have upon 
the body's protoplasmic and 
enzymatic system? 

Dr. Paul H. Phillips of the U. 
of Wisconsin dept, of biochem¬ 
istry states, "Fluorine is known 
to be an enzymatic inhibitor and 
interferes with metabolism of 
breakdown of glucose between 
the 6 carbon and 3 carbon com¬ 
pounds. The metabolism of glu¬ 
cose or its breakdown is our 
primary source of energy for 
maintaining life and doing use¬ 
ful work." 

10. Does artificially-fluoridated 
water have an effect on the 
brain and nerve-cells? 


Dr. A. L. Miller, M.D. reports 
in the Congressional Record, 
March 4, 1952, that a lessened 
mental reaction is seen in rats 
and mice who have had fluorides. 

11. Why can promoters of flu¬ 
oridation state that medical-sci¬ 
ence is ignorant of any bad ef¬ 
fects from fluoridated water? 

Simply because the experi¬ 
ments have not been going on a 
long enough time to demon¬ 
strate these cumulative effects. 
The American Journal of Chem¬ 
istry states that fluorine may 
tend to accumulate with’n the 
body so that the symptoms of 
fluorine-poisoning may take as 
long as 10 years to appear." 
However, in Sheboygan, Wiscon¬ 
sin, after 8 years of fluoridation, 
the little children who were fed 
this drugged water in their nurs¬ 
ing-bottles are beginning to show 
the first signs of chronic fluorine- 
poisoning—mottled teeth 

12. Has either the American 
Dental or Medical Association 
done any original scientific re¬ 
search in regard to the effects 
of artificially-fluoridated water 
upon teeth or the organs of the 
human body? 

There is no record in scien¬ 
tific literature of their having 
done so. They seem to be merely 
echoing the opinions of a group 
of public-health officials from 
the United States Public Health 
Service, who, likewise, have 
done no conclusive research. 

13. Who is behind fluoridation 
and who stands to profit? 

Oscar Ewing, attorney for the 
American Aluminum Co. of 
America which has sodium 
fluoride as a waste product, gave 
the fluoridation movement its 
big push when he became Fed¬ 
eral Security Administrator. He 
left $750,000 a year with the 
Aluminum Co. to take $17,500 a 
year as FSA head. In 1951 his 
agency asked for two million 
dollars for fluorine propaganda 
alone. He also had millions of 
dollars to give out to dental and 
medical colleges, state depart¬ 
ments of health, as money-grants 
Of course, these money grants 
are given only to those dental 
and medical colleges and state 
health departments who foster 
and promote the programs of the 
U. S. Public Helath Service. It 
all fits together like a glove! 
Thus the price of sodium fluor¬ 
ide jumped from iy 2 cents a 
pound when sold as a rat-poison 
up to as much as 15 cents a 
pound when sold for human con¬ 
sumption in drinking-water. 

14. What methods are used to 
promote fluoridation? 

All the techniques of propa¬ 
ganda, the "band-wagon meth¬ 
od" (that lists all the towns 
fluoridating, even though some 
may not be), the "prestige- 
method" (that gives the names 
of organizations endorsing fluor¬ 
idating, even though endorse¬ 
ments are empty and meaning¬ 
less when not backed up by 
scientific data), the "glittering- 
generality" method (of making 
statements that sound good, but 
when analyzed mean nothing 
and say nothing) the "name-call¬ 
ing" method (that calls all those 


who oppose polluted water such 
names as "crackpots” fear- 
mongers," etc.) the "fictitious 
story"-method, (that relates 
stories intended to make people 
who oppose poisoned water as 
being simple and ignorant)—all 
these propaganda techniques and 
others are used. 

15. Are many cities rejecting 
fluoridation? 

Over 300 communities in the 
U. S. have rejected fluoridation 
so far, with more being added 
all the time. Cities such as Seat¬ 
tle, Cincinnati, Tallahassee, St. 
Louis, New York, De¬ 

troit, New Orleans, and Los 
Angeles, to name only a few, 
have all rejected fluoridation 
after studying the pros and cons, 

16. Why are so many doctors 
and dentists favoring fluorine? 

It seems to be a matter of 
association-control. Medical and 
dental colleges, as well as state 
health departments, receive large 
grants of money from the U. S. 
Public Health Service, which is 
promoting fluoridation. These 
money-grants are given on the 
condition that the programs of 
the USPHS are fostered. Further¬ 
more, it is considered unethical 
for an individual doctor or den¬ 
tist to publicly oppose a program 
which his association has en¬ 
dorsed. 

17. Has anything beneficial 
been proved to be due to fluori¬ 
dation? 

Nothing in scientific literature 
can be found which shows fluor¬ 
ine, the "wild cat" or ‘‘villain" 
of the chemical world, to be a 
beneficial agent to human biolo¬ 
gy. Even the delay in dental 
cavities which is attributed to 
the ingestion of fluorine has 
been said by Dr. Paul Manning, 
D.M.D. to be a "pathological or 
diseased effect” of fluorine. 

18. Can the people who want 
fluorides obtain them without 
having the city water-supply 
fluoridated? 

Yes, there is a tablet, now 
available at drug-stores, which 
when dropped in a quart of wa¬ 
ter or milk will give the exact 
proposed ratio of 1 ppm. 

19. What about the subversive 
aspects of fluoridation? 

There is a school of thought 
now developing considerable fol¬ 
lowing that fluoridation is Com¬ 
munist-inspired. Former Com¬ 
munists have stated that fluor¬ 
idation is known to Communists 
as a method of Red warfare. 
Considering the recently-exposed 
infiltration of the many depart¬ 
ments of our Federal government 
by Communists, it is not unreas¬ 
onable to suppose that fluorida¬ 
tion-program could be subver¬ 
sive, since the U. S. Public Health 
service has mothered the fluori¬ 
dation program in the U. S. 

20. Have there been any com¬ 
pleted studies, either of the ef¬ 
fects of fluorine on the teeth, 
or on any other parts of the 
body? 

No. Even the studies on teeth 
have several years yet to run. 
There are no studies being made 
at the present time by the 
USPHS on the effects on other 
organs Of the body.

Thia refers .to your memorandum of Jtirch 20, 19 £6, with which 
you enclosed one photostat eaoh of the Deoamber 19S5, Januaiy 19$6 
and FObruoxy 1956 lasaes of the "WUliams Intelligence Summary," 
as veil as one photostat of a subscription font for this publi¬ 
cation* Ton referred to a prior exchange of memoranda regarding 
the writings of Robert H, Williams, publisher of these issues, 
sad yea again requested to be advised whether such material 
constitutes aqy violation of a Federal statute under which the 
Bureau has Jurisdiction* 

A review of the Department file in this mtter reflects that 
by memorandum dated September 20, 1951, you were advised that while 
the writings of Williams submitted for consideration at that time 
were of a vitriolic, antl-Scadtie character, the language did not 
appear to bo diractod epedfloally to the armed foroes or to counsel 
Insubordination, mutiny, disloyalty or refusal of duty by any mesfcer 
thereof in violation of IB TJ8C 2387* . 

From a review of the issues of "Williams Intelligence Smnaiy* 
transmitted with your memorandum of March 20, and from reviews of 

S et Issues submitted through ether source#, the general tenor of 
e publication does net appear to have deviated from its apparent 
pattern of anti-Semitism purveyed under the guise of fighting 
Communism* Despite the reprehensible nature of the pamphlets sub¬ 
mitted. it ie not believed the writing# can be construed as being 
violative of aay Federal statute* 

For your information, this Division regularly receives for 
consideration printed matter of a similar nature which has been 
disseminated to private eitlsene, to members of Congress and other 
branohes of tbs Government and to Isadora in various national 
organisations* While such publications generally fall within the 
protection of the First Amendment to the Constitution guaranteeing 
freedom of spec eh and of tbs press, each issue of the publication 
is reviewed upon submission to determine whether the expressions 
contained therein may be in contravention of a Federal statute* 

As you art aware, those "hateaongsr* publications maligning racial 













and religious Minority group*# under the roll of promoting the 
general welfare of the United States end world-wide peace, ere 
couched in carefully phrased language* 

Generally, the language of the printed natter disseminated by 
these individuals is not of a nature which on lte faoe can be 
construed as bringing about or attempting to cause the acts pro¬ 
hibited by the peacetime sedition statute, 18 USC 2387, or the 
wartime sedition statute, 18 USC 2388* Further, under Section 2387 
it le necessary to prove a specific intent to interfere with, limeir 
or influence the loyalty, morale, or discipline of the military or 
naval forces of the United States and Section 2388 also requires 
wilful intent to do the acts proscribed by that section* As stated 
in Dunne ▼. United States. 138 F.2d 137, oert. den. 320 US 790, which 
wae prosecuted under the peacetime sedition statute, "Intent is the 
cardinal characteristic vehicle which is necessary to carry uaj and 
ell interdicted expressions across the boundary line into crime* 11 

Xn the leading and most recent case on the subject. Hartxel v* 
United States 322 US 680 (19UU), reversed for lack of specific '' 
proof of requisite intent, the petitioners were charged with having 
violated Section 3 of the Espionage lot of 1917 (now 18 USC 2388),

There le nothing on the faoe of the three

So direct or affirmative 
appeals are mad* to that offset end no mention is

Judge ARMSTRONG stated that among others, his 
organization had contributed to GERALD L. K. SMITH of the 
Christian Nationalist Crusade with headquarters at St. Louis, 
Missouri, and to EMORY BURKE, leader of an Anti-Negro and 
Anti-Jewish group of Atlanta, Georgia, and, to R. H. BEST 
of Boston, Massachusetts, a former American newspaperman in 
Germany who was convicted of treason for Nazi propaganda 
work. Judge ARMSTRONG claimed that SMITH, BURKE and BEST 
were "persecuted persons." 

The"Star-Telegram"file contains a news story which 
appeared in the"Star-Telegram"in evening edition of January 21, 

1952, concerning a suit which ARMSTRONG had filed in Ft. Worth / 
in U. S. District Court in which he sought refund from U. S. * 
Treasury of $620.00 and $6,276.30 for alleged erroneous income 
tax assessments made in 1948. In this suit, Judge ARMSTRONG 
and his wife alleged that in 1948, they had contributed 
$1,000.00 and in 1948, had contributed $10,000.00 to the Judge 
Armstrong Foundation and that they had not been allowed deductions 
on the same. 

A story in the "Star-Telegram," morning edition of 
November 27, 1952, stated that the basis of the suit was "whether or 
not the Judge Armstrong Foundation, now inactive, was entirely for 
charitable, educational, and religious purposes." 

This article said further that counsel for the 
ARMSTRONGS said the Foundation was created in 1945. The 
Government contended, and, won a decision to the effect that 
the Judge Armstrong Foundation was not entitled to the exemption 
of the Act because it was not devoted exclusively to religious, 
educational or charitable purposes. The government contended 
that the Commissioner of Internal Revenue had based his decision 
on the fact that the Foundation was distributing pamphlets 
"constituting propaganda designed to influence legislation," 
and therefore was not educational but "political" in nature.

$ 5507000 , - 1 - - 

According to the "Newark Evening News", Newark, 

N.J., on April 15, 1955, Rabbi JOACHIM PSINZ, of Temple 
B’NAI ABRAHAM, was awarded the verdict of $30,000 by a 
Jury on March 31, 1955. The judgment included $5,000 in 
compensation damages and $25,000 in punitive damages against 
the editor of the semi-monthly four-page tabloid published 
in union, N.J., of which CONDE MC GINLEY was the Editor, 

CONDE MC GINLEY, Editor of "Common Sense", had been 
sued for his characterization of Dr. FRINZ as a "Bed Rabbi, 
who not unlike Albert Einstein was expelled from Germany 
for revolutionary, Communist activities". This item, 
written by an associate of CONDE MC GINLEY, characterized 
in the Newark paper as a Clerk, WILLIAM J. O’BRIEN, appeared 
originally in the April 1, 1955 issue of "Common Sense".
